WASHINGTON, October 17.—Messrs. McMil- 
lin and Breckinridge, of Kentucky, and Mr.

DESTITUTION IN DAKOTA. 


The Crops Destroyed and the People Starv- 
ing to Death. 

MINNEAPOLIS, October 17.—M. J. Horpmann, 
of this city, who has been investigating the 
condition of farmers in Ramsy county, Dak.., 
who were reported to be starving todeath, re- 
turned last night. Hesays there are seventy 
fantilies who are absolutely destitute of food 
and fuel, and something must be done and that 
immediately. 

The real condition of the people is beyond 
description. Men, women and children are in 
ragsand have not a cent of mouey in the 
world. Their crops were totally destroyed and 
their land, stock and farm implements mort- 
gaged—absolute distress prevailed everywhere. 
A minister was living in one room with his 
wife and two small children, one of the latter 
wrapped up in the crib in order to keep warm, 
and the other blue and shivering with cold 
and emaciated with hunger. There was-no 
fuel, with the exception of little dry manure, 
which is all that any of the families have to 
burn, and the only thing they had to eat was a 
dry crust of hennd.

BLAINE WAS HOARSE 


AND THE MULTITUDE WAS DISAP- 
POINTED. 


ON TIPPECANOE BATTLE GROUND. 


The Man From Maine Unable to Make a 
Speech—Confusion so Great That Al- 
ger’s Voice Was Drowned, 


LAFAYETTE, Ind., October 17.—The day for 
the great demonstration at Tippecanoe battle 
ground was clear and warm, with not a threat- 
ening cloud visible. 

Mr. Blaine,{ General Alger, General Gibson 
and the other distinguished speakers, arrived 
at the battle groundat 12:40. The booming of 
cannon announced their arrival tothe assem- 
bled thousands and brought an enormous 
crowd to the siation to greet the guests of the 
day. Tenthousand people clamored around 
the little station and the confusion was very 
great. Mr. Blaine is not fecling well today,hav- 
ing caught a slight cold last night. He did not 
immediately alight from his car, but followed 
General Alger and General Gibson te the 
tabernacle half an hour latter. 

The tabernacle standsin the center of a 
grove on the high ground of the historic battle 
field. 

As early as nine o’clock the mammoth build- 
ing was crowded to suffocation, with thous- 
ands clamoring on the outside to get in. It 
was with great difficulty that the local com- 
mittee piloted General Alger and his party to 
the speakers’ stand. 

The ceremonies of the day began at one 
o’clock when Captain Detroit Wallace, chair- 
man of the local committee, attempted in vain 
to secure silence from the great and enthusi- 
astic audience. He introduced ex-Secretary 
Richard W. Thompson, as permanent chair- 
man, who succeeded in securing partial order 
and introduced General Alger, who addressed 
the multitude for half an houft. The distin- 
guished Michigander received an ovation on 
his appearing and when he declared that Gen- 
eral Benjamin Harrison would be the next oc- 
cupant of the white house, the audience went 
wild and the cheers were echoed back by the 
thousands outside. It is estimated that there 
were thirty thousand people on the grounds. 

During General Alger’s address the con- 
fusion continued, and the speaker was com- 
pelled to stop several times, as the crowds dut- 
side persistently attempted to squeeze the life 
out of the five thousand inside the tabernacle. 

General Adam S. King, of Baltimore, was 
the next speaker. He was introduced by Gen- 
eral Alger, who said: 

“Boys, he’s a southerner, and a soldier. 
Give him a rousing reception.’”’ And they 
did, for as General King stepped out the crowd 
sent up deafening huzzas. 

In the midst of Genazal King’s. speech, a 
great noise was heard in the distance. In a 
few moments the people recognized that the 
cheers heralded the arrival of Mr. Blaine, and 
General King closed with the remark: 

‘‘But here comes the high private in the 
Harrison army. Give him three cheers.”’ 

As Mr. Blaine came upon the platform the 
muititude rose and cheered frantically for 
several minutes. Chairman Thompson an- 
nounced that Mr. Blaine’s voice would not 
permit him te make a speech today; that his 
general health was good, but his throat was 
again troubling him and he must be. excused. 

Mr. Blaine came forward and received 
another ovation. The confusion, however, 
was so great that he did not attempt to say a 
word. He waved his handkerchief, signalling 
the crowd to be silent, but the cheers and con- 
{fusion continued. 

Gen¢dral A. P. Hovey was introduced and 
tried to speak, but wag constantly interrupted 
by the confusion. After remaining afew mo- 
ments Mr. Bloine retired and returned to his 
car. He departed at 2:40 this evening over 
the Menon route for Chicago.

THURMAN IN INDIANA. 


He Addresses an Immense Audience in 
Fort Wayne, 

’ Fort Wayne, Ind., October 17.--The day 
of the big barbecue dawned clear and bright, 
and early this morning crowds began to ap- 
pear on the streets. Fort Wayne’s forty thon- 
sand people were early reinforced by the in- 
habitants of the country, while the morning 
trains brought hundreds and thousands from 
the neighboring towns. Many came as indi- 
viduals, but many others were organized, pre- 
pared for the parade of theday. Besides 
prominent  -visiiors and citizens in 
carriages, the procession included 
veterans, soldiers, railroad men, visiting 
clubs, Fort Wayne democratic organizations, 
citizens on foot, hunters aud shooting clubs, 
butcher’s floats and wagons.

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| THE DEAD ALIVE. 


THE DISAPPEARANCE OF AN ALA- 
BAMA HUSBAND, 


WHAT WAS DONE IN HIS ABSENCE. 


The Widow Scrambling for All His Prop- 
erty—He Reappears After Ten Years 
and Ciaims His Own. 


BirMIncuAM, Ala., October 17.—[Special.}]— 
A remarkable and long legal contest of a will 
has just been ended in. a most unexpected 
manner in Winston county, Ala. Twelve 
years ago Charlies H. Baker was known as the 
richest man in Winston. He owned several 
largé plantations and a store, from which he 
supplied the small farmers for miles around. 
He disoounted notes and in other ways accu- 
mulated a large fortune, a considerable portion 
of which wascash. Baker was then living 
with his second wife and two children, also 
three sons by a former wife. 

In the summer of 1878 Baker went to Mem- 
phis, Tenn., where he always sold his cotton 
and did his banking. When the yellow fever 
broke out in Memphis he was caught there, 
and could not return home on account of the 
rigid quarantine regulations. After the fever 
had been raging several weeks, Baker’s name 
one day appeared among {thelist of new cases 
and soon afterward the family heard that he 
was dead. 

Then his widow filed for probate a will which 
left her and her children the principal part of 
Baker’s fortune, and made her administrator 
without bond. Baker’s sons by his first mar- 
riage contested the will, and ten years of bit- 
ter and expensive litigation followed, the final 
result being that the widow and her children 
secnred the bulk of what property the lawyers 
had left them. The three sons immediately 
secured an injunction restraining Mrs. Baker 
from taking charge of the property, claiming 
that they had secured evidence of a later will. 
The day after the injunction was served 
Charles H. Baker himself, now a very old 
man, appeared at the old homestead and claim- 
ed his fortune. 

It seems he did not die of yellow fever, but 


reason was gone and the past was a blank to 
him. He had drifted here and there as a com- 
mon tramp, finally turning up in Buenas 
Ayres, South America, where he was taken 
to a hospftal, and under the care of a Spanish 
physician, recovered his reason. He then 
worked his way to New Orleans as a common 
sailor, and after many hardships, reached his 
home. He confirms the claims of his sons that 
he had made a later will, in which he made an 
equal division of his property among his wife 
and five children.

The Knights of Labor Have a Sensation of 
Their Own. 

PHILADEL A, October 17.—The most im- 
portant action taken by the present general 
executive board of the Knights of Labor was 
taken today when Thomas B. Barry, a former 
member of the board, was formally expelled 
by the order. Barry was accused of abuses 
and vituperation,and was suspended from duty 
last August. A month after he forwarded his 
resignation, but this was not acted upon till 
today, when the board refused to accept it and 
threatened to-expel him. In the Journal of 
United Labor, which will appear Saturday,the 
general master workman, over his own signa- 
ture, will ventilate evorything which 
has a bearing on Barry’s cases. 
He charges him with having violated every 
pledge when he entered the order, and excus- 
ing himself for not noticing the attacks of 
Barry upon himself, declared that the quarrel 
between them always had been onesided, and 
that now that he is compelled to hit back, he 
pronounces Thomas Barry one of the most des- 
picable scoundrels living.

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WOLVES IN MONTANA. 


A Helena Miner Looks into the Jaws of 
Death, 
G. W. Jackson, the Helena music dealer, 
according to the Helena Herald, had an expe- 

ience last week which now seems rather a 
frightful nichtmare than an actual occurrence. 
He went out in the Thundcr Mountains, about 
sixty utiles north of Townsend, to visit a mine 
in which he is interested. The mins is located 
in a secluded gulch far tp among the hills in 
the midst of one of the wildest sections- of 
mountain land known in Montana. Heand a 
companion, R, W. James, of Helena, arrived 
at the mine about three o’cleek one afiernoon 
and immediately started out’ with their shot- 
rans to get some grouse for supper, the neigh: 
yorhood abounding with these birds. ‘They 
walked up the guich a mile or two and then 
separated, Mr. Jackson going over @ ridge to 
follow a bird that he had flushed, On retarn- 
ing to the top of the ridge Mr. James was out 
of sight and Mr. Jackson. ballooded; to him, 
but got no answer. Mr. James in the mean- 
while had gone back to camp, thinking his 
companion knew the country and woul 
low himin. Not being able to find James, 
Jackson thought it was about time to go back, 
and started iu the dizection of camp as ho sup 
posed. After walking about a mile he found 
that he had missed lis reckonings and started 
to retrace hissteps. It was now growing dark 
and at every step the country grew more 
strange. Finally he sat down to rest, oppress- 
ed with the consciousness that he was joss in 
the mountains. A feeling of dread, of he 
knew not what, overpowered him for a mo- 
ment, but this soon passed away and he said: 
“Pshaw! A night in the mountains in sum- 
mer is nothing. I can go to sleep under a tree 
and when morning comes can easily find my 
way back to camp.”’ 

Just ashe finished this soliloquy a long, 
deep howl arose in the woods to his richt and 
echoed with fearful strains throughout the 
surrounding bills. He roused himself as he 
recognized the ery of the gray timber wolf, 
one of the fiercest wild beasts that infest our 
mountains. The echo had searce died away 
when another how] came in answer from the 
other side of of him, then another, until the 
forest on all sides resounded with the dismal 
cry. Then anew fear presented itself. The 
wolves were evidently on his trail. | Suppose 
they should attack him innumbers!

Last evening about 6 o’clock a telegram, dated 
at Griffin, was received from Mr. Powers, say- 
ing that Vaughan had passed through Griffin 
with the team, and was suppesed ‘to be going 
to Atlania. ‘Today at about half past 10 
o’clock Mr. J. KR. Ricks received a telegram 
from Mr. Powers at Atlanta, saying he had 
come there by train to be on the lookout for 
Vaughan, while Taylor kept 2 the pursuit in 
buggy along the public road. Powers expect- 
ed to take the back track for Macon, and if 
Vaughan was between Grifila and Atlanta, 
the chances of catching him were excellent.

the conclusions of the president and secretary 
of the interior, as to what modifications of the 
new law, if any, would be recommended to 
congress. 

Secretary Vilas spoke to the Indians through 
an sag se! one fer twohoursand a half, and 
as he took his seat he was assured that the In- 
dians fully understood every feature of the 
proposed changes, These are numerous and 
concede a large measure..of what the 
Jadians have contence | for, In 
regard to the price of their lands, which was 
the chief cause of the complaint. The presi- 
dent agrees to recommond that the price 
which shall be paid by settlers, under and in 
accordance with the provisions of section 
twenty-one, for all tracts of land which shall 
be entered for homestead settlements within 
three years from the date the act shall take 
effect, shall be one dollar per acre and the 
price for all such land which shall he entered 
within two years thereafter shall be seventy- 
five cents per acre,and the price for all such 
lands which shall be entered after five years 
from the date the act shall take effect shall 
be fifty cents per acre. But this shall not elf- 
fect sales for town sites nor the disposition of 
American island, Farm island and Neobara 
island, as now provided in said act. 

2. That after the expiration of five years, 
congress may provide for any disposition of 
lands remaining unsold which shall be deemed 
proper; provided that not less than fifty cents 
per acre is placedgto the credit of the funds de- 
rived therefrom for the benefit of said Indians. 

3. That ingtead of one million of dollars 
mentioned in section seventeen of said act, 
two millions shall be appropriated, out of 
which shall be paid within six months after 
the said act and amendment shall take effect; 
twenty dollars to each Indian of whatever size 
or age, under such rules and regulations as to 
modes of payment as shall be prescribed by the 
secretary of the interior, and the remainder of 
said two millions shall be governed by provi- 
sions now in said act, and this first payment of 
twenty dollars to each Indian shall not effect the 
right of an Indian taking an allotment to the 
twenty dollars uow provided in section 17. 

4. That the secretary of the interior shail, 
by an order, divide the funds. provided by the 
act, and which shail accrue from the sale of 
land to Indians belonging to the six separate 
reservations, which are to be established into 
six seperate funds, according to the number of 
Indians receiving. rations at and appertaining 
to said six reservations, respectively, and 
thereafter each such fund shall be held inde- 
pendently of the rest for disposition 
as provided in said act for the benefit of Indi- 
ans to whom the same [shall respectively be- 
long. Under the law, the provisions of which 
Indians rejected, the uniform: price of fifty 
cents per acre was named. 

Another point upon which the Indians 
strongly insisted was that the tribe of Santee 
Sioux should be excluded from the benefits of 
this bill, they having already been benefica- 
ries of a similar action of congress and having 
no lands to surrender. This was conceded by 
the president, his recommendation being that 
allotments heretofore made to the Santee Si- 
oux be ratified and confirmed.

Buford and 
Judge 8S. B. Witt, and the reading of the an 
nual address by ChiefArthur. The conypnation 
consists of 397 delegates, nearly all of |whom 
are present. About 400 visiting engémeérs are 
already in the city, and others are constantly 
arriving.

five thousand members.

EARTHOUAKE IN MEXICO. 
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Destruction of Bavispe in Nosthern So- 
nora. 
Special Dispatch to the Globe-Demorrat, 

Ex Paso. Texas, October 14.—News has 
just reached El Paso, through some Mexican gov- 
erpment official, that just oue month ago the fin- 
ishing touch was put to the destruction of Bayispe, 
in porthern Sonora, by carthquake, Ever since 
May of last year, when the first great shock occur- 
red, the earth has trembled more or less almost 
daily, so much so that enly two large buildings 
were erected in place of the hundred that stood 
there beiore. The oid chureh, erected long ago by 
the Spaniards, also stood, although it was very bad- 
ly damaged and cracked, It had been originally 
builtin the most solid and substantial manner, 
with very thick and massive walls. 

The population generally had built temporary 
shelter out of small logs and branches of trees, 
being afraid of the erection of adobe buildings, as 
scarcely a day passed without some slight tremble 
or other. 

On Saturday, the lth of September, the people 
were assembled together, without a sincle exeep- 
tion, in the old ehurch, for the purpose of cele- 
brating the feast day of President Diaz, which oe-

curred on thai day, and to proporly prepare for the 
festivities of Independence Day, the rational holi- 
day of the Mexicans, which takeg place on the j6éth 
of September, when, in the midst of the procecd- 
ings, the earth began to shake.

THE BXPOSITION. 


The Day When Atlanta Was Crowdeg— 
Lodging in the Carshed and Hallways. 
The Hungry Man, 


“This isa very different day from October i7th a 
year ago,’’ said Uncle Dan Flynn as he opened the 
car shed gates and waved his red flag as a signa} ibag 
he was goinghome, Unele Dan continue’: . 

“A ycarago tonight, the carshed was just crowd. 
ed with people, and baggage was plied up to the 
roof all around the building. Yon know the Pied. 
mont exposition was in full biast, ang 
people had come from every where 
in the south to see Cleveland. I tell you I felt sorry 
for some of those people. A gvod many of them hag 
no lodging house and there were whole families. 
sleeping around bere on trunks and boxes, with the 
rain dripping down on them from the leaky roof, 
Little babies, with mothers so tired they could give 
them no attention, crying, and a good many of them 
hungry; men walking aroundthe depot atid wep. 
dering whether they would ever get hack home 
again. I tell you, those were scenes that I wit 
never forget.” . 

‘The streets don’t look as they did a year Ago,’ 
said the policeman,.as he watched the crowds of 
shoppers on Whitehall street yesterday. 

“I was right on this same beat during the eX post. 
tion, and though it rained for two of 
three days, I never saw such crowds

$10,000,000 mortgage, and this caused some selling 
of stocks by Boston again, in which Burlington was 
the greatest sufferer.

MANCHESTER'S MARKETS. 


Small Demand for Cloths and Yarns—The 
India Markets. 


MANCHESTER, October 17.—The Guardian’s 
Commercia!l article says: No material progress is 
evident. Some few producers made better progress 
than lately, but others report greater difficulty in 
selling. Altogether, therefore, business is quite as 
discouraging as last week, 80 far as actual transac. 
tions are concerned. Little was done for India and 
China sales of Luck-Hee Day in Calcutta are esti- 
mated at 38,000 packages against S 000 packages in 
1887. Business was chiefly in earl y delivery goods 
and these were sold mostly to those importers who 
had preVious contracts to fill. Native Indian deal- 
ers largely avoided entering into contracts for for- 
ward delivery. This was mainly due to higher 
prices asked and also to full supplies on band. 
There was little inquiry for China and Japa 

Minor foreign markets have taken sm ~ ge quanti- 
ties; home houses, though more disposed to operate, 
haye not began td purchase more freely. Some or- 
ders, of no great importance, altogether, were given 
for export yarns for India and the continent. but 
generally the fore emand was sluggish. Home 
manufacturers confine their purchases to supplying 
the actual immediate needs, declaring that prices 
are beyond their reach. Reporte from the cloth de- 
partments generally are unfavorable. Manufactur- 
ers are greatly dfssatisfied with prices obtainable, 
and even with these there is littie progress. Thera 
is some decline to take orders for forward delivery 
except at higher prices. The production of many 
kinds of cloths has been sensibly reduced, but dis- 
tributing markets stubbornly resist al! efforts to es- 
— higher — Most kinds of India and China 
staples are very firm; so are slightly hardening, 
but producers effect few frosh sales and bav re to eo 
tent themselves with the execution of previous or- 
ders. Printing and other finishing cloths are firm 
witb small sales. Heavy goods are quiet with slow 
demand, chiefly for sma t quantities,

TO BE BUILT IN ATLANTA FOR 
$100,000. 


A Committee From the Six Masonic Bodies 
of Atlanta Organized Yesterday—The 
Masons Enthusiastic. 

Atlanta is to bave a Masonic temple that 
will be a credit to the order and the city. 

The movement was begun some months ago, 
and before the heated term a committee of five 
from each of the six Masonic bodies of Atlanta 
was appointed to consider the advisability of 
building a Masonic temple. 

The matter was aliowed to lapse during the 
summer lull, but now that cold 
weather has invigorated everything the pro- 
ject is rapidly assuming shape. 

At five o'clock yesterday evening the fol 
lowing members of the committee met in THE 
ConsTITUTION editorial rooms:

Abram Love 
chairman and Mr. M. B. Torbett secretary.

A COLORED INVENTOR. 


Invents a Car Coupler Which Seems to bea 
Happy Hit. 

After many car couplers, a colored man 
seems to have made a happy hit in this line, 

He has a self-coupling bumper, whicu is 
worked trom the top of the car. 

It is nothing but a plain draw head, inside 
of which is a beveled catch, which is raised by 
the incoming link that is forced in by the 
approaching car. As the link passes the head 
of the catch, the latter falls and catches it. 

W hen it is desired to uncouple the cars, the 
catch is lifted by means of arod which runs 
upto thetopof a car. When the catch is 
raised the link can be withdrawn and the cars 
separated. 

The catch may also be raised from the side 
of the car, by catching the rod and lifting it, 
so as to release the link. 

If the bumper of one car is higher than the 
Other that difficulty is obviated by usinga 
bent link in the high car. 

The name of the inventor is A.S. Bailey, and 
he is a colored school teacher at Seney, Geor- 
gia, on the, East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad. He read of an accident at 
Rockmart, the cause of which was the custom 
of stepping between the'cars to couple them, 
and he set to work to find a remedy. He 
seems to have found a simple and effective 
one and he had it patented. The patent was 
issued November Ist, 1887. 

This is the second negro who has invented 
acar coupler. The first was a train man in 
Texas. 

A. Graves, a well-known Atlanta colored 
man, whohas been lecturing in this section 
forthe national temperance association, or- 
ganized by William E. Dodge, of New York, 
has taken hold of the invention and hasa 
fourth interest in the patent. He sent a model 
to the Iowa exposition, where it was fayorably 
commented on. 

This week, he sent one to Mr. E. C. Machen, 
of the Macon and Covington railroad. Rail- 
road men who have the invention speak of it 
in favorable terms. 

He will endeavor to get a trial of the coupler 
onthe Western and Atlantic railroad, and 
several prominent gentlemen have interested 
themselves to see the invention put to a prac- 
tical test.

DRUGGISTS CAN’T SELL ALCOHOL 


To Minors Without the Written Consent of 


Parents or Guardians. 


The supreme court decided yesterday that 
druggists cannot sell alcoho! to minors withont 
the consent of parents or ians. 

Dr. O. H. Snider, an Atlanta druggist, was 
indicted in two cases for selling alcohol to a 
minor without the consent of the minor's par- 
ent or guardian. 

Dr. Snider was convicted in both cases, 
Jadge Van Epps holding that jury were bound 
to take.the law from the court and that alco- 
ho! was both spirituous and intoxicating liquor 
within the meaning of the act, and that the 
trial judge would take jucisial cognizance of 
that fact without requiring any proof as to 
whether or not alcohol was spirituous and in- 
toxicating liquor. The jury in both cases 
found the defendant guilty and he appealed to 
the supreme court, 7 

The conviction was a surprise to the Atlanta 
druggists and some of them were disposed to 
criticize Judge Van Epps for the position he 
had taken in his charge to the jury. 

This point bad never been made in any court 
of the country, and as there had been no such 
decisions the druggists naturally thought Judge 
Van Epps must be in error. 

The case was appealed to the supreme court, 
and was there argued at considerable length 
on last Monday, upon exhaustive ‘briefs fur- 
nished by W. T. Turnbull for plaintiff in error, 
and Solicitor F. M..O’ Bryan for the state. 

The arguments by both of these gentlemen 
were highly commended by the lawyers and 
by the court, for ability and research. : 

In the decision made yesterday morning, 
the supreme court hold in substance 
that the sale by druggists of alcohol 
in its pure state—that is, in its usual commer- 
cial state—to a minor, without a written con- 
sent of the parent or guardian of such minor, 
is a violation of section 4,045a of the code. 

Secund, that the court itself will take rae 
cial cognizance of the fact that alcohol isa 
spirituous and intoxicating liquor, without re- 
quiring proof of the fact. 

The decision fully affirms all the points de- 
cided by Judge Van Epps in the trialof the 
case in the court below. 

At this term of the supreme court Solicitor 
O’Bryan has appeared in twelve criminal 
cases carried up from the city court, and of the 
twelve cases two were withdrawn and the rest 
were aflirmed. 

This is a feather in the solicitor’s cap.
